Belf to any detalls, wns broadly favorable
In his declarntions. Thore I8 scarcely any
eritic now who thinks that acceptance of
the $6,000,000 lonn plun by the Director was
an error,

To this cltizen, In whose debt the clty in
alrendy bound beyond measure, the EveNinog
LEpGer rejoices to volee the gratitude of
tens of thousands of citizens, users of com-
mon carriers, In whose Interesta his her-
culean labors have been performed. What
profiteth It a city for a man to serve so
eplendidly if his reward Is to be ejected from
the ofMce he o honored? What Inspiration
will there be for men of abllity following
him to dedicate their services to the city?

Yat the work he did can never be undone.
He set o standard in his department from
which there can be no great divergence
without & popular uprising. He showed the
way so clearly that the stralght path must
be followed. In private life he will stand
a8 the watchdog of transit, an power still
to be reckoned with and, as It were, i
lving guarantes that nothing can be “put
over” In the dark.

‘What profiteth It a clty to lose such &
servant? But the viclssitudes of politica
will continue to exhibit such shameless
events until common sense has revolution-
lzed our system of metropolitan govern-
ment and efMiclency Instead of hand-haking
becomes the test of fitness for publlie oMoe,

But Burten's Job doesn't
depend on other people’'s suggestions, nomi-
natlons or elections, It's work.

A few facts nphout his public e aArs
faomiline to all readera of the newapapers.
Ho was MceKinley's chief assistant in the
framing of a well-known tarltf bil), and In
1912 he made the principal speech nominnt-
Ing Taft for President. It {8 safo to set him
down as n good Hepublican, Burton's views
on preparedness have undergons a consld-
erable change In the Iagt year or s0. Though
he was long known os ons of the strongest
aopponents of large expenditura for naval
armament, he has lately joined the forces
that sre calling for such action as will put
Americi on a safely first basis In readiness
for confllet with any forelgn power desirous
of imposing overmuch on Uncla Sam's good
nature, This change of attitude, of course,
far from Indlcaling any Inconsistency of
thought on Burton's part, 18 n good exampls
of his intellectual honesty.

We have to g0 back to his pareats, or
think wa do, for some of his most notable
characteristica.

Ehs was a student and & scholar, 4 great
wiigkler for definitencss and accuracy. His
futher was a-Congregational minister, with
& remarkably serious turn of mind even fur
& Puritanically educated minlster of threa-
quarters of a century ago. The won acquired
soms of that seriousness, He also lmitated
his father by preaching to the famlly clrele
or & circle of chalrs, thus making a begin-
ning us a publie speaker, Theodore E. Bur-
ton 18 not an oratorical orator, but he has &
clear, strong velee, & wonderfully r ant
voice, und he speaks slowly, concisely,
earuestly, He's a speaker of great endur-
ance, too, for Burton ls the champlon of
filibustering spvech makers. On one me-
morabie occasion he held the foor for iwenty
‘hours, with no Intermission wwﬁ] R

Boholarship In politles took m slump after
tha enrly days of the eountry's history, but
geema to be recovering Its lost position.
Mavbe 'tls and mayhe ‘tlan’'t, but never mind.
Burten's “Finanelnl Crlses” though pub-
lgehed & dozen years ngo or more, still ranks
as o standard work, His “Corporations and
the State" Is said to be another good ovi-
dence of his mastery of a subject, and hia
"Life of John Sherman” reveals the grace-
fulness with which the author can handle
his facts. As chalrman of the Committes on
Rivers nnd Harbors in ths Houss of Rep-
resentatives Burton became known as “the
moxt useful momber” of that body. His
knowledge of woterwavs and of waterway
pork—he's n friend of the former and a
sworn enemy of the latter—took on tha char-
acter of what wa may call very practieal,
politienl  wmeholarship. Burton can make
speeches In Greek or Latin or Old Testament
Hebrew if he wishes,

But thia kind of scholarahip can sometimes
bo dispstrous to a politician, be ha states-
manlike as they make 'em. Burton wns
running for Mayor of Cleveland once on a
time. He hod bean persunded by Republican
citizens to becomo a ecandidata after Ha had
refused them several times, *“Jacta est alea,”
he began his first specch In the campalgn.
Anybody knows what that means, It means
“The dle Is cast.” Burton was defeated.
The reason, or one of the contributing rea-
sons, was too much Latin—thresa words of
it. But If classieal scholarship, which Bur-
ton posgesyes, and a  hall-fellow-well-met
manner, which Burton does not pogsess, ave
won him noe politieal vietories, the confidence
af the people in his Republlcanism and his
stutesmanlike intentlons have brought him
votes enough to keep him in Washington ns
long as he wanted to stay there, Except
that—or, to put it another way, the only man
who ever defented Burton in o politieal con-
test was Tom L. Johnson, once for Mayor
and onece for Congressman,

No Time Clock for Burton

The scholarly Burton, with the resonant
volee, was born In Ashtabula County, Ohle,
and by tho time he was ten hoe was busily
studying Blackstone's Commenturies, When
ho was twelve the villagers had him reading
the war bulletina to the assembled c owds
on the e mmon, At the age of thirtec:. he
wont te Jowa to live with hig uncle on n
farm. I was part of his work to watch the
sheep, pnd he could do that well enough while
mavtering, In the quiet golitudes, the declen-
#lons and conjugations of the Latin langunge.
Very likely he addressed the sheep on polemie
themes. Then ho went to I{'ll“i.‘]:l.“ First 1t
was Grinnell College, whera he took ta him-
selt nearly all the avallabe prizes: then It
was Oberlin College, where he won the Koy
of I'hl Beta Kappa, Never did Theodore
Eo In for sports or games. A little walk-
ing now and then is all the exercise he
gots, Bo fond of work s he that after he
hivd been up till 2 o'clock one night at some
committes meeting or other In Washington
nnd had returned to his bachelor npartments
with his seoretury, he exclaimed, when his
oyes fell ou a bateh of unopened mall, “Let's
go through the mall now as long as we're
here."

Burton studied law with Lyman Trumbull
in Chleago. Bryan later studied in the same
office, On admittance to the bar young Bur-
ton, who speciulized {n handling large estntes,
began to make money hand over fist, He
didn't go through any starvation period as
n Btruggling young lawyer, He Invested his
enrnings wisely, and now, as we say, he's
very well off indeed.

Maybe we'll hear more of Burton In na-
tional politics, maybe not. At any rate,
Burton will be busy at work or study, or at
both, but what's the difference?
